(2) Employing F.xplosive checkers as Time Keeprs in 
addition to their duties as explosive checkers with- 
out payment of additional remuneration. 

On receipt of the order of reference notices were issued 
to both the employers and the workmen. Parties appeared 
through their authorised representatives. After taking some 
time both sides filed their written statements. Some docu- 
ments were also filed by the employers. The case proceed- 
ed along its course, ft appears that on 25-11-75 when the 
case was fixed, the workmen were neither present nor any 
steps taken. Similarly on 26-12-75 when the case was fix- 
ed the workmen were neither present nor took any steps. 
1 adjourned the case to 12-1-76 when the workmen were 
neither present nor took any steps. I had recorded an 
order that if the workmen continued to remain absent and 
failed to take any steps the case will be disposed of accord- 
ing to law. For affording another opportunity to the work- 
men the case was fixed for evidence and argument on 
30-1-76. On 30-1-76 the employers represented by Shri A. 
K. Sarkar, Advocate and other officers appeared. None 
appeared for the workmen nor took any steps. It will there- 
fore appear that since November 1975 the workmen remained 
absent without taking any steps on four successive occa- 
sions when the case was fixed. There was no indication 
that the workmen would be coming. Sri A. K. Sarkar, 
learned Advocate for the employers submits that the indus- 
trial dispute was raised by the workmen and the reference 
was also made at their instance. He submits that the em- 
ployers position Is that of a defendant to the claims of the 
workmen and since the workmen themselves are not inter- 
ested to prosecute their case, and they do not have any 
industrial dispute. By the continued default of the work- 
men I am inclined to think that they are not interested to 
prosecute their case presumably because they do not have 
any industrial dispute subsisting at the present moment. As 
already stated the employers do not have any industrial dis- 
pute any more. In the circumstances T have no other 
option but to dispose of the case on a non-dispute award. 

In the circumstances, T make a ‘no-dispute’ award in this 
case.

On receipt of the reference notices were issued to all the 
parties. Written statements by the employers and rejoind- 
ers of the parties weer filed. The case proceeded along its 
course. It appears that from the month of July, 1975 the 
workmen or their authorised representatives ceased to appear 
before this Court and failed to lake any steps. In July 
1975 the workmen or their authorised representatives failed 
to appear and took no steps. Similarly the case was fixed 
in August, 1975, September 1975, October, 1975, 
November 1975, December, 1975 and January, 
1976. In none of the above occasions the 
workmen or their authorised representatives either 
appeared or took any steps. Ultimately I fixecd the case 
for evidence and argument on 3-2-76. None of the parties 
or their authorised representatives appeared nor took any 
steps on 3-2-76. 1 gave another chance to them and again 
lixed the case for evidence and argument on 16-2-76 and 
recorded an order that in default of the parties to appear 
the case will be disposed of according to law. Then on 
16-2-72 the case was called out but none of the parties 
appeared or took any steps, So the fact remains that since 
Inly 1975, the workmen defaulted to appear and took any 
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steps. The fact also remains that from January, 1976, the 
employers also defaulted to appear and took any steps. 
In other words, both the employers and the workmen lost 
interest in the case. The ease is more than one year's old 
ihe reference having been made on 27th January, 1975 
Whatever may be the reason for their non-appearance, the 
case cannot be allowed to be kept pending indefinitely. 
There was no indication before me that the parties are 
appearing. The only inference I cun draw is /hat the industrial 
dispute referred to me has ceased to exist and the parties 
arc not interested to prosecute their respective cases. With- 
out evidence no documents can be legally brought on re- 
cord and award ceased. In the circumstances I have no 
other option but to pass a no-dispute award in this case. 

In the result, I make a no-dispute award in this case.

By order No. L-120I2/5/75/DII/A dated 14th April, 
1975, the Government of India, Ministry of Labour, referred 
an industrial dispute existing between the employers in rela- 
tion to the United Commercial Bank and their workmen 
to this tribunal for adjudication. The reference reads: 

“(1) Whether Mrs. Sarala Bhadalia has been performips 
Ihe duties of higher responsibilty to attract special 
allowance in terms of paras 5-6 of the Bipartite 
Settlement dated the 19th October, 1966, from the 
31st May, 1968 ? Jf so, to what relief is she en- 
titled ? 

(2) Taking into consideration the nature of duties per- 
formed by her from the 31st May, 1968 onwards, 
whether Mrs. Bhadalia should be designated and 
confirmed as Officcr-in-Charge, Safe Deposit Vault? 
If so, with what details ?” 

2, The employee in this case is one Mrs, Sarala Bhadalia 
who will hereinafter be referred to as Mrs. Bhadalia. She 
joined the United Commercial Bank on 19th June, 1965 
at its main office at 10 Brabourne Road, Calcutta. She was 
put under training for a period of three months on joining 
service under Smt. Kamala Bose who was examined as WW5. 
WW5 was an officer in Grade D at that time. She was 
also in sole charge of the Safe Deposit Vault in the main 
office. After the training Mrs. Bhadalia continued to work 
in the department in the same section until she was trans- 
ferred to I .ala Lajpat Rai Road (Elgin Road) branch of 
the Bank. Since 25th May, 1968 she has been working in 
the branch at Ihe Safe Deposit vault section. But there was 
some difficulty for Mrs. Bhadalia to go to Elgin Road 
branch us she was living for away from the town. Ext. W-l 
dated 24th May, 1968 contains the allegation which she made 
against her transfer to Elgin Road branch. But in spite of 
those allegations she had been transferred to that branch. 
Ext. Wl(a) is the transfer order with direction to Mrs. 
Bhadalia to resume duty at Elgin Road branch on 25tb May, 
1968. The case of Mrs Bhadalia is that she had been 

E romised compensation by the management at the lime of 
er transfer in view of the difficulties she expressed for 
the transfer. Any way, in her first letter, Ext. W-2 dated 
25-3-71, she claimed special allowrmce for the work she had 
been doing in the Safe Deposit locker section since 31st 
May, 1968. Ext. W-2 had been received by the management 
on 29-3-1971. Ext. W2(a) is the copy of the letter which 
they received, Again on 6th May, 1971 Mrs. Bhadalia made 
another application vide Ext. W-3 asking for special allow- 
ances lo be paid to her. Ext. W-4 dated 15th Tuly, 1972 
is a similar letter which was followed by Ext. W-5 letter 
dated 4-7-1974 giving the details of her work at the office 
at Safe Deposit Vault Section. But In spite of these appli- 
cations the management did not take any step in the mater. 
Mrs Bhadalia, therefore, approached the United Commercial 
Bank Employees Union, West Bengal of which she is a 


member to take up her cause as a result of which the Union 
passed Ext. W-6 resolution taking up the cause of Mrs. 
Bhadalia lo the management and also directing its parenl, 
body, All India United Commercial Bank Staff Federation 
to which the LJnion was affiliated lo lake up the matter 
at all the appropriate levels on behalf of Mrs. Bhadalia. A« 
a result of tne attempt of the union there was a conciliation 
proceeding at the instance of the Assistant Labour Com- 
missioner, Central. But that attempt proved a failure. Ext. 
C-l is the failure report attached with the connected papers 
in the proceedings. Ext. C-2 is the Constitution 'of the All 
India United Bank Staff Federation. 

3. The Union on behalf of Mrs. Bhadalia contended that 
on the basis of general rules for payment of special allow- 
ance in the Bipartite settlement dated 19th October, 1966 
Rhe is entitled to get special allowance for the work she 
had been doing at the Safe Deposit Vault involving greater 
skill or responsibility. Tt is also stated in the written state- 
ment filed by the union that Mrs. Bhadalia has been doing 
work of an officer being in sole charge of Safe Deposit 
Vault and as such she must be paid her allowance as an 
officer in charge of the Safe Deposit Vault. 

4. On behalf of the United Commercial Bank a written 
statement has been filed denying all the allegations by the 
union in their written statement. They state that Mrs. 
Bhadalia is not entitled to the special allowance as according 
to them she is doing the work of a clerk and that her 
work was being checked find supervised by higher authori- 
ties from time to time. They also stated that there is no 
skill or responsibility required in attending the work at the 
Safe Deposit Vault which she has been doing. The work 
they stated is that of an ordinary clerk. In addition 
to this allegation it is also stated in the written statement 
that there has been no industrial dispute within the meaning 
of Sec. 2(k) of the Induslrial Disputes Act between the 
Bank and Mrs. Bhadalivtind the All India United Commer- 
cial Bunk Stuff Federation or its General Secretary have no 
locus standi to raise an industrial dispute on behalf of Mrs. 
Bhadalia or to espouse her cause or represent here before 
the Tribunal. 

5. Out of the above contentions the following issues arise 
tor consideration: 

(i) Whether the claim of Mrs. Bhadalia has been pro- 
perly espoused by the Union of which she is a 
member. 

(ii) Whether the claim for special allowance on the 
basis that Mrs. Bhadalia has been functioning in 
a post which involves greater skill or responsibiliP 
within the general rules as well as Appendix B re- 
garding special allowance duties as provided for in 
the Bipartite Settlement dat 'd 19th October, 1966 
is sustainable 7 

6. Issue No. (i) : 

It has to be stated at the outset that the Bank did not 
make any allegation in the written statement that the con- 
cerned union had nol espoused the cause of Mrs. Bhadalia 
either by a resolution or by any other conduct and as such 
no industrial dispute had come into existence, though they 
stated in paragraph 1 of the written statement that there 
w-as no industrial dispute within tfie meaning of See. 2(k) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. An averment in paragraph 
3 of the written statement does not specifically advert lo 
any dismite with regard to the sponsoring of the case of 
Mrs. Bhadalia by the concerned union. It is well estab 
lishcd that want of a specific plea in the written statement 
would be fatal to the contention on a Question of fact (see 
Manager of Messrs K. J. Khoshi & Co. Pvt. V. Vedrai 
Bhalla and Ot>, 1976) Labour Industrial Cases, 1475 (Delhi 
High Court). Anv way, having heard the argument T will 
answer the, contention raised by the Bank, 

7. Tt is well established that in every case It Is necessary 
to ascertain whether an individual dispute has acquired the 
character of an industrial dispute, the test being whether 
at the time of reference the dispute was taken up and sup- 
ported bv the union of the w-orkmen of the employer against 
whom the dispute is raised by individual workman or by 
an appreciable number of workmen. Put it in another way. 
in order that an individual dispute may become on industrial 
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dispute it has to be established that it had been taken up 
by the union of the employees of the establishment or by 
an appreciable number of employees of the establishment. 


8. It is the case of the United Commercial Bank Emp- 
loyees Union that Mrs. Bhadalia is a member of that union. 
That fact could not be disputed as the union has produced 
their register showing her membership of the union. Name 
of Mrs. Bhadalia finds a place in that register. It is also 
established that the United Commercial Bank Employees 
Union which is a registered union has been affiliated to All 
India United Commercial Bank Slalf Federation. WW2 is 
the present General Secretary of the United Commercial 
Bank Employees Union as well as the Joint Secretary of the 
All India United Commercial Bank Statf Federation, VVW4 
is the General Secretary of All India Allahabad Bank Emp- 
loyees Association. Sri D, P. Roy who conducted the ease 
on behalf of Mrs. Bhadalia is admittedly the General Sec- 
retary of All India United Commercial Bank Staff Federa- 
tion. The evidence of WW2 is that the Executive Com- 
mittee of the United Commercial Bank Employees Union 
passed a resolution, a copy of which is marked Ext. W-6, 
to the effect that the request of Mrs. Bhadalia who was 
the member of the union and which was passed unanimously 
to lake up her case for payment of due allowance as well 
as to confirm her as an officer in the Safe Deposit Locker 
In the Elgin Road branch of the United Commercial Bank. 
The second part of that resolution was that the matter be 
referred to the All India United Commercial Bank Staff 
Federation to which the union is affiliated with a request 
to take up the matter at all levels. The resolution was pass- 
ed on 21-12-1968 at 2, India Exchange Place which is the 
office of the Union. The copy was compared with the original in 
the Minutes Book produced before the Tribunal. 1'hc ori- 
ginal was read over in Court and it is found to be correct. 
It was signed by 12 members of the Executive Committee. 
WW2 was one of the signatories, This resolution is suffi- 
cient to hold that the union had taken up the cause of 
Mrs. Bhadalia. But it is contended on behalf of the Bank 
that no such resolution had been passed by the All India 
United Commercial Bank Stall' federation and as such the 
espousal of the cause of Mrs. Bhadalia us evidenced by 
Ext. W6 cannot be sustained. WW2 stated that a similar 
resolution had been passed by the parent Union.. It is clear 
from the evidence that after passing of the resolution the 
parent Union had taken up the cause of Mrs. Bhadalia. They 
appeared before the Conciliation Officer who prepared Ext. 
C-l, the failure report. They filed the written statement on 
behalf of Mrs. Bhadalia. The fact that the United .Com- 
mercial Bank Employees Union is affiliated to the All India 
United Commercial Bank Staff Federation is sufficient to 
establish that the espousal by the unit is tantamount to the 
espousal of the cause by the parent body itself. It w well 
settled that in order that a dispute between a single employee 
and its employer could be validly referred to under Section 
10 of the Act, it is necessary that it should have been taken 
up by the union to which the employee belongs or by a 
number of employees. On this view the dispute between 
an employee and ihe employer cannot by itself be treated 
as an industrial dispute unless it is sponsored or espoused 
by a union or a number of workmen, That line ot ap- 
proach has been accepted in the case of Workers of . Dharanipal 
Premchand V Dharanipal Premchand, 1965 I LIT. 668 Jn 
this case the Supreme Court was dealing _ with the matter 
whether there was a resolution by the Working Committee as 
in this case. In that case also the workmen relied upon 
the minutes of a meeting. The union in this case maintains 
that the resolution was sufficient proof of espousal of he 
dispute by the unit of a parent body. That the Executive 
Committee of a union has got such power to espouse the 
dispute has been held in Mysore High Court in a decision 
between Krishnarajendra Mill v Assistant Laboui 
sioner 1968 I LIT 514, In view of the law as laid down 
above and as much as there is clear evidence in this case 
that there was a resolution of the Executive Committee to 
espouse the cause of Mrs. Bhadalia passed by the Executive 
Committee on 21-12-1968 and signed by 12 membeis of the 
Committee. 1 have no doubt that in .this case there is an 
industrial dispute and this is not an individual dispute. So, 
this issue is found against the management. 


9 There is yet another question raised by the manage- 
nent with regard to the signing of the written statement by 
he Secretary of the Union. It is contended on behalf ot 
he management that the written statement should have been 
igned by Mrs, Bhadalia herself. I am unable to accept this 
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contention. Once it is found that the cause of Mrs. Bhadalia 
was espoused validly by the Union there is no necessity for 
Mrs. Bhadalia herself to sign the written statement and that 
it could be signed by the official of tho Federation to which 
the United Commercial Bank Employees Union is affiliated. 
There is no substance in this contention. 

10. Issue No. (ii) : 

This is important issue in the case. The evidence of Mrs. 
Bhadalia examined as WW1 is that she first took her train- 
ing for about three months in the Safe Deposit Vault Sec- 
tion in the main office of the bank at Brabourne Road under 
Sm. Karnala Bose who was the Officer in-charge of that 
Section. After training she worked in the same section of 
the main office until May, 1968 when she was transferred 
to the Elgin Road branch, Her claim is for special allow- 
ance under the Bipartite Settlement as she has been func- 
tioning in a post which involves greater skill or responsibility. 
It is admitted that she has been working only in the Safe 
Deposit Section over since she was transferred to the branch. 
There is no assistant in her section, and she was in sole 
charge of the Section. When she joined the section, the 
branch in Elgin Road wa3 newly established in May, 1968. 
So, Mrs. Bhadalia joined the branch on opening it in May, 
1968. In 1968 when the branch was opened there were 
about 318 lockers in the section but later on it was doubled 
and at present there are about 1,100 lockers in the section. 
The customers first go to Mrs. Bhadalia. One of the keys 
of the locker would be kept with the customer. Mrs. Bhadalia 
would open the locker and it will be operated by the cus- 
tomer thereafter. There is a series of register maintained 
in the Section. Ext. M3 is the register of application for 
lockers. Ext. M-4 is the daily register and Ext. M5 is re- 
newal register. In each of these registers Mrs. Bhadalia 
has been putting her signature either as Custodian or as 
Controlling Officer. It is part of her duty to verify the 
signature of the customer on the basis of the application they 
file. Ext. M-l is the application form signed by the cus- 
tomers. Ext. M8 is the Key register and Ext. M-2 is the 
ledger. Ext. M-7 is the file in which the work is allotted 
to her. Ext. M-7(a) is the relevant page which contains 
office order by which pending work and other work were 
allotted to Mrs. Bhadalia on her return from leave. Similar 
office orders have been maintained in Ext. M-7 showing the 
work which has been allotted to her. That she has been 
doing a work involving greater skill as responsibility is 
well established in the light of evidence of WW5 Sm. Kamala 
Bose. She stated in her deposition ns follows: "The locker 
register is signed by the Custodian (G 126 register). G 125 
register is also signed bv the Custodian. The Key register 
is signed by the custodian. G 128 main book I sign as 

Custodian. G-127 Renewal register is signed by the Custo- 
dian. The application form for hiring locker is signed by 
the Custodian and the Manager,” WWJ was in sole charge 
of the Safe Deposit Vault in the main office of the bank, 
and she has been signing these registers in the capacity 
of a Custodian. The word custodian or controller is attached 
to the person who performs duty in the Safe Deposit Vault. 
It is in the same manner as Controller or Custodian that 
the work was being performed by Mrs. Bhadalia in her 

section in the Elgin Road branch. The evidence of WW4 
who is a clerk in the Allahabad bank is to the effect that 
in all branches of his bank the Safe Deposit Vault was 
manned by special assistants. No case has been brought to my 
notice to establish that a clerk had opted the Safe Deposit Vault 
any other bank or its branches. WW3 was in the main 
office of the bank for a short period when Mrs. Bhadalia 
was working in the Safe Deposit Vault in the Calcutta main 
office. His evidence is not of much consequence though he 
has stated in his evidence that Mrs. Bhadalia made a rep- 
resentation to Sri Purohit who was the General Manager 

at the time that she should be paid her allowance and that 
he knew that Purohit had told her that if rules permitted 
she might be given some functional allowance if her func- 
tion attracted the allowance. This is a circumstance to show 
that at some stage Mrs. Bhadalia had made representation 
to the management for getting special allownce, In spite 
of the fact that Mrs. Bhadalia had sent several representa- 
tions to the management claiming for special allowance none 
had reached the higher authorities in the Bank. Witness 
no. 1 for the management is one Sri Mongal. He admitted 
that he never got any representation from Mrs. Bhadalia, 
Neither MW l nor WW 6 could enquire into the grievance 
of Mrs. Bhadalia, It is not explained as to why the appli- 
cations of Mrs. Bhadalia were not sent to the higher autho- 
rities for passing orders thereon as find even as early as in 
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1968 Mrs. Bhadalia had put forward a claim for special 
allowance, WW'6 was also for sometime Agent of the Elgin 
Road branch where Mrs. Bhadalia worked as in charge of 
Safe Deposit Vault. That she worked in the section 
being in sole charge has to be admitted. Thai she had 
also in sole supervision of the section is also borne out of 
the evidence. 

11. Paragraphs 3.6, 5.7 and 5.8 in the general rules re- 
garding special allowance in the Bipartite Settlement dated 
19th October, 1966 provide that all workmen would he 
entitled to special allowance if he is required to perform 
duty or duties or undertake the responsibility listed against 
the category irrespective of his designation, nomenclature 
or any general authority vested in him. Appendix B in 
Chapter V on Special Allowance duties provided as against 
item (xix) that the Special assistants duties involve — (iii) 
Checking all vouchers, advices, statements, bills, returns, books 
of accounts, etc. and item (iv) provides checking current, 
savings and other ledgers. That there had been checking of 
books of accounts and that there had been checking of 
ledgers maintained in the bank by Mrs, Bhadalia were proved 
beyond dispute, ft is contended that checking should be 
the work of superior officer in respect of 
the work performed by his subordinates. It is contended 
that Mrs. Bhadalia never checked the work of any subor- 
dinates. It is not correct to restrict the meaning of check- 
ing in that way. Mrs. Bhadalia had to check the registers 
and books of accounts in regard to identity of the custo- 
mers in relation to their specimen signatures kept and main- 
tained in her custody and satisfy herself that the customer 
appeared before her was the genuine or proper person. It 
is not open to Mrs. Bhadalia, in-charge of the section to 
open the locker and make it available to any person who 
comes to the office. The person who performs the duties 
at the section must be satisfied _ that the customer is a 
genuine customer whose signature is in consonance with the 
signature in his application. Mrs. Bhadalia has to cheek the 
signature of the customer in relation to their application 
before the customer is permitted to operate on the 
locker. It has already been pointed out that Mrs. Bhadalia 
had signed the relevant registers as Custodian as well as 
Controlling officer though they were in some places counter- 
initialled at random by the Agent. In the Dally Register 
and register of application and also the renewal register 
Mrs. Bhadalia had signed as a custodian or as a Controlling 
officer. No objection was raised by the Agent or the Ac- 
countant for her affixing signature in those documents. If 
there had been Hny fault in the maintenance of the register 
or in any document connected with it Mrs. Bhadalia would 
have been taken to task. She had a responsibility for the 
up keep and maintenance of these registers, The evidence 
of the witnesses examined on behalf of Mrs. Bhadalia has 
established that Mrs. Bhadalia had to perform some work 
Involving skill or responsibility which she had been doing 
ever since 31st of May, 1968, She had been in sole charge 
of that section. 

12. It is, however, attempted to make out a case that one 
Krishnan, Officer of the hank had promised a sum of Rs. 
1,000/- as a lump sum to be paid to Mis Bhadalia at 
some stage of his representation in lieu of her service in the 
section on the basis of the final settlement of the claim. Mrs. 
Bhadalia had stated this in her evidence and WW2 the Sec- 
retary of the Union had also corroborated that statement. 
But this aspect of the case has not been put forward in the 
written statement as such and there is also disparity in the 
evidence of WW1 and WW2 on this question, f am, there- 
fore, not satisfied that Mrs. Bhadalia had established any 
case on the basis of an agreement to pay a lump sum in 
lieu of her past service in the Safe Deposit Vault section 
Any way, the evidence has established that she has been 
performing the duty involving skill or responsibility all along 
in her section. Her special responsibility would, therefore, 
entitle her to the allowance which is attached to the post 
of a Special Assistant though she is only a clerk in the 
department. 

13. On an analysis of the entire evidence in the case 1 
am constrained to hold that the claim of Mrs. Bhadalia is 
sustainable and as such she is entitled to special allowance 
attached to an office of a Special Assistant from 31st May, 

1968. 

14. There is another part in the reference which states 
whether Mrs, Bhadalia should be designated and confirmed 
as Officer in-charge of Safe Deposit Vault. I do not think 
such a claim is sustainable. Even Mrs. Bhadalia has stated 


in her evidence that she is satisfied with the special allow- 
ance and prayed for an award in respecl of work in the 
Safe Deposit Vault. It is not open to this Tribunal to desig- 
nate her as an Officer. In the absence of any material on 
record, it could not be said that her claim for confirmation 
as an Officer in-charge of the Safe Deposit Vault is valid. 
So, this part of the reference is found against Mrs, Bhadalia. 

15. In the result, the first part of the reference is answered 
in favour of Mrs. Bhadalia to the effect that she is awarded 
special allowance as that of Special Assistant with effect 
from 31st May, 1968 onwards with all other benefits attached 
to it. Out of the period of the claim the amount which hud 
already been paid to her as per annexure “D" to Ext. C-I, 
failure report, as well as the amount if any received by 
her for any period she worked in any other post involving 
payment of special allowance; in other respects the reference 
is rejected, 

An award is passed as above,

AWARD 

By Order No. L-32012/2,/75-Dl V(A) dated 5th April, 1975 
the Government of India, Ministry of Labour in exercise of 
the powers conferred by clause (dj of sub-section (1) of Sec- 
tion 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, referred an 
industrial dispute existing between the employers in relation 
to the Calcutta Port Commissioners, Calcutta and their work- 
men, to this Tribunal, for adjudication. The reference reads 
as ; 

“Whether the action of the management of the Calcutta 
Port Commissioners in not paying wages to Shri 
Patai Kurmi, Unskilled labour (TK No. 207), attach- 
ed to Marine Foreman’s section under Chief Mecha- 
nical Engineer’s Department for the period from 
31-3-72 to 5-7-73 was justified? If not, to what 
relief is he entitled?” 


2. Shri Patai Kurmi entered the service of the Calcutta 
Port Trust on 23-5-1945 in class IV category, A service 
register was maintained in his name at the cilice of the Cal- 
cutta Port Trust. It is marked a s Ext. M-I. The age of 
employee was shown as 29 years on 23-5-1945 which was 
the date of his entry into the service. But, later on 31-3-1948 
the employee was sent to the Medical Officer of the Port 
Trust for medical examination. Ext. M-2 is the notice which 
was sent to the Medical Officer in all cases where examination 
of the employees wa s to be conducted. On the basis of that 
intimation the Medical Officer issued Ext. M-3 medical cer- 
tificate in favour of the employee describing his age as 36 
years on 31-3-1948. But the description of the age in Ext. 
M-3 was not in conformity with the uge recorded in Ext. 
M-l, service register. Any way, the employee was to retire 
from service on 31-3-72 on attaining the age of superannuation 
at 60. On the basis of the age recorded in Ext. M-3, medical 
ccttificate, the Port Trust directed the employee lo retire 
from service with effect from 31-3-1972. But, thereafter the 
union to which he was a member wrote to the Port Trust 
on 8-1-1973 that the correct age of the employee was not 
36 years as shown in Ext. M-3 medical certificate but it 
was 29 years as recorded in Exl. M-l, service register. On 
verification the Port Trust was satisfied that his age was 
29 years as entered in Ext, M-l, service register. Accordingly, 
a notice was a$ain issued u> the employee as per Ext. M-5 
on 29-5-1973 directing the employee to resume duties. The 
employee rejoined his service on 617-1973 on the basis of 
Ext. M-5 notice. The employee now claims that he was 
entitled to be paid his full salary for the period from 31-3-1972 
to 5-7-1973. The Port Trust, on the other hand, had treated 
Ihe period of absence as on duty under ordinary leave rules 
and accordingly he was paid full pay from 31-3-72 to 3-6-72, 
half pay from 4-6-72 to 22-6-72 and thereafter on no pay. 
The question for consideration is whether the employee is 
entitled to Ihe full salary for the period of his absence from 
31-3-72 to 5-7-73, that 1 is the period of claim disputed in tho 
reference. 

3. Both sides adduced no oral evidence but the statement 
of facts as contained in their respective written statements 
had been adopted and argument heard from both sides. A 
service book had been handed over to the workman after 
he was appointed to the service. That book is marked as 
Exl. W-l. Tlie age recorded in that book is 29 years as on 
23-5-45 which was his first entry to the service. After 


having recorded the age as 29 years in Ext. M-l as well as 
in Ext. W-l, it was not open to the employers, i.e. the Port 
Trust authorities to make an alteration in the age. It so 
transpires that the employee was examined by a Doctor 
sometime on 31-3-48 and issued Ext. M-3 certificate. There 
is nothing in thnl certificate to show the grounds on which 
the Medical Officer fixed the age of the employee. In the 
circumstances of the case it could be an age only and not 
correct age unless it was established that the Doctor hud 
taken into consideration the relative circumstances which led 
him to conclude that ihe age was 36 years on 31-3-48. There 
is no reason to think that the employee in this case made a 
false declaration of his age at the time of his entry into the 
service. As a matter of fact, the age as entered in Ext, 
M-l as well as in Ext. W-l had been found correct even by 
the Port Trust authorities on a subsequent consideration of 
the circumstances of the case and the Port Trust had made 
an endorsement in the first page of Ext. M-l that the untarn- 
pered record of age in ihe service sheet as 29 years on 
23-5-45 was accepted as correct, The Labour Officer had 
also verified the service register on 20-11-1972 and made a 
record on first page of Ext. M-l that the untampered record 
of age as on 23-5-45 as 29 years was correct. The Port 
Trust having accepted the correctness of the employee’s age 
as on 23-5-45 at 29 years, it is not open to them to state 
lhat the employee would not he entitled to the salary for 
the period of his absence from duly. If the management had 
been a little vigilant, they should have adopted the age as 
recorded in Ext. M-l and W-l as correct and allowed the 
employee to conlinue in service even after 31-3-72. It is 
not part of the employee's fault that he was ousted from 
service. The material on record on the basis of Ext. M-3, 
medical certificate, is not sufficient to conclude that the age 
of the employee was correctly assessed in 1949. Taking into 
consideration all these circumstances I am constrained to 
hold that Shri Patui Kurmi, Ihe employee in the case would 
be entitled to full salary from 3 1-3-1972 to 5-7-1973. 

4. Tt is admitted that the employee had already received 
leave salary during the period and it is also admitted that 
he had withdrawn the full gratuity amount which stood in 
his credit on the date of his retirement on 31-3-72. So, the 
cash payment of the amount to be found due to the employee 
as his full salary for the period in question shall not be 
paid to him. It shall be paid only on his retirement. 

5. In the result, an award is made in favour of Sri Patai 
Kurmi, Unskilled Labour, directing the Calcutta Port Trust 
to pay him the full salary for the period from 31-3-72 to 
5-7-73 but the payment shall "be deferred until he retires from 
service.

By Order No. I.-32012A/75-DIV(A) dated 8th April, 1975, 
the Government of India, Ministry of Labour in cxersfce of 
the powers conferred by clause (d) of sub-section (1) of 
Section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, referred an 
industrial dispute existing between the employers in relation 
to the Calcutta Port Commissioners, Calcutta and their work- 
men, to this Tribunal, for adjudication. The reference reads 
as : 

“Whether the action of the management of Calcutta Port 
Commissioners in not paying wages to Shri Hriz 
Mohan Ahir, Mason, T. K. No. PF/8S, attached 
to Pattern and Foundry Shop under Chief Mechani- 
cal, Engineer’s Department for the period from 
23-12-1973 to 16-5-1974 was justified? If not, to 
what relief is he entitled ?” 


2. The workman Shri Briz Mohan Ahir entered the service 
of the Calcutta Port Trust on 19-2-1949 as an unskilled 
labour and his service was regularised with elfect from 

29-12-1949. On his first entry to the service his date of 
birth was recorded a s in the year 1921. Ext. W-2 is the 
service certificate issued lo him at the time of his entry to 
the service and his age is shown in that service certificate 
as 28 years at the time. Subsequently he was sent to the 
Medical Officer of the Port Trust and on his examination 
which was said to he on 24th December, 1949 the age was 
found to be 34 years. Ext. M-2 is a duplicate copy of the 
medical certificate. On the basis of the age fixed at 34 
years in Ext. M-2, entry was made in Ext. M-l, service 
register, to the effect that the age was 34 years as on 
24-12-1949. Thereafter (he employee was promoted to Class 
111 with effect from 3-11-58. On the basis of his age re- 
corded in Ext. M-2, medical certificate he was to retire on 
24-12-1973 on the attainment of 58 years fixed for super- 
annuation in the case of class 111 employees. On 7-11-1973 
he was directed to retire from service with effect from 24-12- 
1973. Ext. M-4 is the notice issued to him. While he vvas 
in service he had sent a letter dated 29-11-1973 to the Port 
Trust disputing the correctness of his age as entered in his 
service register, Ext. M-l. On the basis of that application 
the Port Trust made the scrutiny of their records and they 
found that the age as set-forth in Ext, W-2, service certificate 
issued to employee was correct. So, the Port Trust accepted 
his age as 28 years on 19-2-1949 which was the date of 
his first entry to the service. By this time the workman had 
retired with effect from 24-12-1973. But he was restored 
to service on 17-5-1974. On his re-entry to the service the 
Port Trust ofi'ered him full pay from 24-12-1973 to 22-4-74 
and half pay from 23-4-74 to 16-5-74 which was the period 
of his absence from duty and was treated as on leave. The 
workman did not accept the leuve salary and on the other 
hand, contended that he was entitled to full salary for the 
period from 24-12-73 to 16-5-1974 which is the period of 
dispute under reference. 

3. In thi s vase both sides produced some documents which 
were marked as Exhibits with consent but no oral evidence 
was adduced by them. The statement of facts as stated in 
their respective written statements was adopted and argument 
heard of both the parties. 

4. In this case the Port Trust had accepted the employee’s 
age as correct on the basis of the entry made in Ext. W-2, 
the service certificate which was issued to the employee on 
his entry into the service on 19-2-1949. The date of birth 
as shown in Ext. W-2 as in the year 1921 and the age 
of the employee was shown as 28 years in the document. 
The medical certificate evidenced by Ext, M-2, however, men- 
tioned the age as 34 years. The original of Ext. M-2 is 
not before the Tribunal. Evidently Ext. M-2 is a copy of 
the original. 11 is not explained os to how the original seal 
showing the date of medical examination could be affixed to 
Ext. M-2. The original seal could not have been affixed 
to Ext. M-2. The entry of the registered number as well as 
the date of medical examination written within the cirtlc of 
the rubber-seal in the exhibit appears to have been done for 
the purpose of the enquiry. In the absence of any explana- 
tion the authenticity ol Ext. M-2 cannot be vouchsafed. Any 
way, there is no material before the Tribunal to hold that 
the age shown as 34 years in Ext. M-2 was arrived at on a. 
consideration of all the relevant facts in fixing the age of 
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the employee. In the absence of any such material the 
age recorded in Ext, M-2 cannot be accepted. On the Other 
hand, we have lo accept the age which was recorded in 
Ext. W-2 as 28 years as on 19-2-1949, The Port Trust 
had also accepted that age as correct. The workman is not 
bound by the entries made in Ext, M-3 service register as 
it was seemed to have been prepared after the controversy 
had arisen. Ext. M-3 by itself cannot be accepted as an 
admission on the part of the employee for the correctness 
of his age. At the time Ext. M-3 was prepared the Port 
Trust had in custody the correct age of the employee as 
shown in Ext. W-2. The Port Trust having accepted the 
age as entered in Ext. W-2 as correct, it is not open to 
them to hold that the employee would not be entitled to his 
full salary for the disputed period. It was not his fault 
that the age was suppressed. If the management had been 
vigilant then it would have seen that the age was 28 years 
when the employee entered the service on 19-2-1949. The 
Port Trust has accepted that age as correct. In these circums- 
tances the Port Trust should pay the full salary due to the 
workman from 23-12-1973 lo 16-5-1974. 1 find that the 
workman is entitled to his full salary during the period. 

5. in the result, an award is passed in favour of the 
employee Shri Hriz Mohan Ahir, Mason, directing the Port 
Trust to pay to him the full salary to which he would be 
entitled for the period from 23-12-1973 to 16-5-1974,

well as shore loading. Hence for the purpose of Iron ore 
handling, the workers of the Corporation, of the two handl- 
ing agents M/s. T, K. Balasubramaniam and M/s. Western 
Agencies as well as the listed workers of the Administrative 
Body have been employed for doing more or less similar work 
solely in the Iron ore handling. 


On 25-5-1973, the Corporation as well as M/s. C. K. Bala- 
subramaniam and M/s. Western Agencies entered into Memo- 
randum of Settlement with the Madras Port Dock Workers 
Congress under which the Muzdoors of the Employers agreed 
that they would forego the night shift allowance which 
was not then clearly admissible to the listed labourers in 
view of the increases in their wages. As a result, no night 
shift allowance was payable. However, after some pursua- 
sion by the Union, M/s. C. K. Balasubramaniam agreed 
to pay the night shift allowance from 1-1-1974 and M/s. 
Western Agencies followed the same. But the Corporation 
refused to pay the night shift allowance and hence the 
Union approached the Assistant Labour Commissioner 
(Central), Madras for conciliation which however failed to 
materialise. Hence the Government referred the dispute to 
the Tribunal “whether the payment of night shift allowance 
from the 1st January ’74 to the Tally Supervisors and Maz- 
doors engaged directly by MMTC, Madras is justified ? If 
so, to what relief arc the workmen entitled”. 


To find out a solution to this difficult problem all the 
issues involved in the dispute were once against discussed 
among the parties hereto and the following agreement has 
been reached :

Shri Ont Prakash Arora has filed this complaint under 
Section 33-A of tile T. D. Act, 1947 against his transfer 
which he alleged was wrongful and by way of awarding him 
punishment. 

2. The case of the complainant was that he was employed 

as an Asstt. Wireman in the Central Public Works Department 
and was confirmed ns such. He was transferred on depulation 
to the A.I.R., New Delhi with effect from 1-11-73 for a 
period of two years with a right of exercising on option to 
be either permanently absorbed there or revert to the 
C.P.W.D. On 12-8-74, however, Shri B. K. Basil, the Exe- 
cutive Engineer (Elect.) Civil Construction Wing, A.I.R, New 
Delhi reported to the C.P.W.D., which he knowingly and 
wilfully mis-represented, ns the complainant had never given 
his willingness/option in writing for repatriation to the 
C.P.W.D. He was even relieved of his duties on 23-4-75. 
On representation by him the orders of repatriation, which 
had been passed by the Superintendent Engineer, were kept 
in abeyance with the result that the complainant could not 
join duties in the C.P.W.D. Consequently, he had to remain 
on forced leave ever since 23-4-75. 11 was pleaded that the 

respondent's wilful mis-representation of facts caused the 
complainant heavy monetary loss of deputation allowance, 
which was admissible to him under an award of the Central 
Government Labour Court. It, also, seriously marred the 
bright chances of promotion in the A.I.R. It was further 
pleaded that the respondent bore him ill-will and wanted to 
wreck vengeance against him as he in the capacity of the 
Office bearer of the Union and a protected workman espoused 
the cause of other workmen, for claiming deputation allow- 
ance. It was, also, stated that the complainant had filed a 
complaint earlier, also, in this Court. It was withdrawn by 
him on the inference of the Shri 1. K. Gujral Hon’bte Minis- 
ter for Information and Broadcasting who ordered that the 
complainant would be allowed to join duty. The complainant 
was, however, Iransfcrred to penalise him to Vigynn Hhawan, 
New Delhi without allowing him to resume his duties at 
Centralised sub-station in the Broadcasting House, A.I.R., 
New Delhi where he worked formerly, as per the assurance 
of (he Hon’ble Minister. It was prayed that this showed 
the pre-determination on the part of the respondent to get 
rid of him and to harass him by such transfer which was 
arbitrary, mala fide, and designed to coerce thr complainant 
to seek repatriation. II amount to unfair labour practice and 
a contravention of the provisions of Sections 33-2(a) and (b) 
and Section 33-3(a) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. 
He claimed the relief of being put on duty m the Centralised 
Sub-station, Broadcasting House, Arf.R., New Delhi till he 
exercised the option and full wages for the period of forced 
leave from 23-4-75. 

3. The management raised the preliminary objections that 
Ihe petition was not maintainable as there was no dispute 
pending under the Industrial Disputes Act, concerning the 
petitioner; lhat this Court had no jurisdiction to entertain 
the matter in dispute; and that the peitioner had no locus 
standi to file the petition in view of the fact that he was a 
permanent work-charged staff of ihe C.P.W.D. and no change 
in his service conditions was made. On merits it was admitted 
lhat the complainant was on deputation to the A.I.R., that 
Shri B. K. Basu reported to the C.P.W.D. that the complainant 
wanted to be repatriated; that he was relieved by the A.I.R.; 
and that the order of repatriation was held in abeyance. It 
was, also, admitted that the Hon’ble Minister intervened; 
and that the complainant was posted at Vigyan Bhawan in 
the capacity of an Asstt. Wireman. It was stated that the 
applicant failed to join the post and had been absenting 
since then. The allegations of mala fide, victimisation and 
coercion' were denied. It was prayed that the complainant 
was not entitled to any relief. 

4. The parties did not adduce any oral evidence. The 
complainant filed 13 documents which were all admitted by 
the Opposite Party. They were Ex. W/l to Ex. W/13. The 
management produced 2 documents. They were admitted 
by the complainant and were Ex. M/1 and Ex. M/2. 
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5. Arguments were, then, heard, 

6. Tho preliminary objection raised by the respondent that 
this Complaint did not lie and was not mainrainable was 
decided by Order dated the 18th October, 1975. It was 
held that the complaint was maintainable, 

7. The question that remains for decision is whether there 
was any coutravention of the provisions of Section 33 of 
the Industrial Disputes Act, and what was the relief which 
the complainant was entitled to. 

8. Section 33(2)(a) and (b) of the Act, contravention of 
which has been alleged, read as follows ; — 

33(2) “During the pendency of any such proceedings In 

respect of an industrial dispute, the employer may, 
in accordance with the standing orders applicable to 
a workman concerned in such dispute, "or, where 
there are no such standing orders, in accordance 
with the terms of the contract, whether express or 
implied between him and the workman." 

33(2)(a). . .“alter, in regard to any matter not connected with 
the dispute, the conditions of service applicable to 
that workman immediately before the commence- 
ment of such proceeding; or 

33(2)(b) . . “for any misconduct not connected with the dispute, 
discharge or punish, whether by dismissal or other- 
wise that workman : 

Provided that no such workman shall be discharged or dismis- 
sed unless he has been paid wages for one month and an 
application has been made by the employer to the authority 
before which the proceeding is pending for approval of the 
action taken by the employer." 

9. Thus, there would be contravention of Section 33(2)(a) 
or (b) only when the workman had been discharged or dis- 
missed and had not been paid wages for one month and an 
application had not been made by the employer to the autho- 
rity before which the proceedings in respect of an industrial 
dispute were pending, for approval of the action taken by 
the employer. Here in this case, there is no discharge nor 
dismissal. It is only a transfer; therefore, there is no con- 
travention of the provision in Section 33(2)(a) or (b). 

10. The complainant has, also, claimed contravention of 
Section 33(3)(a) and (b). It reads as follows ; — 

33(3) “Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section 

(2) no employer shall, during the pendency of any 
such proceeding in respect of an Industrial dispute, 
take any action against any protected workman 
concerned in such dispute — 

33(3)(a). . .“by altering, to the prejudice of such protected 
workman, the conditions of service applicable to him 
immediately before the commencement of such pro- 
ceedings ; or 

33(3)(b). . .“by discharging or punishing, whether by dismissal 
or otherwise, such protected workman, save with the 
express permission in writing of tho authority before 
which the proceeding is pending. 

11. The complainant has, however, failed to' show that he 
was a protected workman. In order to be a protected work- 
man in relation to an establishment, a workman (i) should 
be an officer of a registered Trade Union connected with 
the establishment, and he should have been recognised as 
such protected workman under the rules applicable to the 
establishment. 

12. Rule 61 of the Central rules which deals with such 
recognition lays down that, 

Rule 61 .... “Protected workmen. .Every registered trade 
union connected with an industrial establishment to which 
the Act applies, shall communicate to the employer before 
the 30th September every year, the names and addresses of 
such of the officers of the union who are employed in that 
establishment and who, in the opinion of the union should 
be recognised as "protected workmen". Any change in the 
incumbency of any such offer shall be communicated to the

employer by the union within fifteen days of such change. 

(2) The employer shall subject to S. 33, sub-section (4) 

recognise such workmen to be “protected workmen” for the 
purposes of sub-section (3) of the said section and communicate 
to the Union, in writing, within fifteen days of the receipt 
of the names and addresses under sub-rule (i), the list of 
workmen recognised as protected workman.” 

13. The Complainant has filed only a certificate that he is 
a member of the Executive Committee (regional) of the 
C.P.W.D. Workers Union which is not addressed to anyone. 
It is, therefore, no communication to the cniployer, of the 
names and address of the officer of the Union who, in the 
opinion of the Union should be recognised as "protected 
workman”. There is nothing lo show, too, that the com- 
plainant had been recognised as a protected workman. 

14. It is, therefore, held that the complainant not having 
been proved lo be a protected workman, there was no con- 
travention of Section 33(3)(a) and (b) of the Act. 

15. The Complainant, then, urged that there was a con- 
travention of Section 33(l)(a) and (b). This contention cannot 
be considered as it was not pleaded and if considered it would 
be making out a case for the Complainant by this Court 
which was not possible. 

16. The total result is that there being no contravention 
of the Section 33(2)(a) and (b) nor of Section 33(3)(a) and 
(b) the very complaint is incompetent. The Complainant 
would be belter advised to seek his relief by raising an 
industrial dispute under Section 10 of the Act. He is not 
entitled to any relief herein. An award is made accordingly.

S.O, 1144. — Tn exercise of Ihe powers conferred by section 
87 of the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948 (34 of 1948) 
and in continuation of the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. 3468 dated the 
17th December, 1974 the Central Government hereby exempts 
the Bharat Heavy Plates and Vessels Limited, Visakhapatnam, 
Andhra Pradesh, from the operation of the said Act for a 
further period with effect from the 22nd January, 1976 upto 
and inclusive of the 30th June, 1976. 

2. The above exemption is subject to the following condi- 
tions, namely : — 

(1) The 'employer of the said factory shall submit in 

respect of the period during which that factory was 
subject to the operation of the said Act (hereinafter 
referred to a s the said period), such returns in such 
form and containing such particulars as were due 
from it in respect of the said period under the Emp- 
loyees State Insurance (General) Regnlatious, 1950; 

( 2 ) Any Inspector appointed by the Corporation under 

sub-section (1) of section 45 of the said Act, or other 
Official of the Corporation authorised in this behalf 
shall, for the purposes of — 

(i) verifying the particulars contained in any return 

submitted under sub-section (1) of section 44 for 
Ihe said period; or 

(ii) ascertaining whether registers and records were 

maintained as required by the Employees' State 
Insurance (General) Regulation, 1950 for the said 
period; or 
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(iii) ascertaining whether the employees continue to be 

entitled to benefits provided -by the employer in 
cash and kind being benefits in consideration of 
which exemption is being grunted under this noti- 
fication; or 

(iv) ascertaining whether any of the provisions of the 

Act had been complied with during the period when 
such provisions were in force in relation to the 
said factory; 

be empowered to- — 

(a) require the principal or immediate employer to fur- 

nish lo him such information as he may consider 
necessary; or 

(b) enter any factory, establishment, office or other pre- 
mises occupied by such principal or immediate emp- 
loyer at any reasonable time and require any person 
found incharge thereof to produce to such Inspector 
or other official and allow him lo examine such 
accounts, books und other documents relating to the 
employment of persons and payment of wages or 
lo furnish to him such information as he may con- 
sider necessary; or 

(c) examine the principal or immediate employer, his 

agent or servant, or any person found in such fac- 
tory, establishment, office or other premises, or any 
person whom the said Inspector or other official 
has reasonable cause to believe to have been an 
employee; or 

(d) make copies of or take extracts from, any register, 

account book or other document maintained in such 
factory, establishment, office or other premises. 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

It has become necessary to give retrospective effect to 
the exemption in this case, as the processing of the proposal 
for grant of exemption took time. However, it is certified 
that the conditions under which the factory was initially 
grunted exemption still persist and the factory is eligible 
for exemption. It is also certified that the grant of exemp- 
tion with retrospective effect will not affect the interest of 
anybody adversely.

S.O. 1146. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 87 of the Employees’ State Insurance Act. 1948 (34 of 
1948) and in continuation of the notification of the Govern- 
ment of Tndia in the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. 643, dated 
the 5th February, 1975 the Central Government hereby 
exempts (1) Aviation Fuel Station, Bangalore Air Port, Banga- 
lore and (2) Aviation Fuel Station Begumpet Air Port, 
Hyderabad, belonging to the Indian Oil Corporation Limited 
from the operation of the said Act for a further period of 
one year with effect from the 22nd February, 1976 upto and 
inclusive of the 21st February, 1977 

2. The above exemption is subject to the following condi- 
tions, namely:- — 

C 1 ) The employer of the said factory shall submit in respect 
of the period during which that factory was subject to the 
operation of the said Act (hereinafter referred to as the said 
period), such returns in such form and containing such parti- 
culars as were due from it in respect of the said period 
under the Empoyees’ State Insurance (General) Regulations, 
1950;

(2) Any Inspector appointed by the Corporation under sub- 
section ( 1 ) of section 45 of the said Act, or other Official of 
the Corporation authorised in this behalf shall, for the pur- 
poses of — 

fi) Verifying the particulars contained in any return sub- 
mitted under sub-scction (1) of section 44 for the 
said period; or 

(ii) ascertaining whether registers and records were main- 
tained as required by the Empoyees' State Insurance 
(General) Regulations, 1950 for the said period ; or 

(iii) ascertaining whether the employees continue to be 
entitled to benefits provided by the employer in cash 
and kind being benefits in consideration of which 
exemption is being granted under this notification ; or 


(iv) ascertaining whether any of the provisions of the Act 
had been complied with during the period when such 
provisions were in force in relation to the said factory 
be empowered to- 
la) require the principal or Immediate employer to fur- 
nish to him such information as he may consider 
necessary ; or 

fb) enter any factory, establishment, office or other pre- 
mises occupied by such principal or immediate em- 
poyer at any reasonable time and require any person 
found incharge there of to produce to such Inspector 
or other official and allow him to examine such ac- 
counts, books and other documents relating to the 
employment of persons and payment of wages or to 
furnish to him such information as he may consider 
necessary ; or 

tc) examine tho principal or immediate employer, his 
agent or servant, or any person found in such factory, 
establishment, office or olber premises, or any persons 
whom the said Inspector or other official has reason- 
able cause to believe to have been an employee ; or 

(d) make copies of or take extracts from, any register, 
account book or other document maintained in such 
factory, establishment, office or other premises. 


EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

It has become necessary to give retrospective effect to the 
exemption in this case, as the processing of the proposal for 
grant of exemption took time. However, it is certified that 
the conditions under which the factory was initially granted 
exemption still persist and tho factory is eligible for exemption. 
It is also certified that the grant of exemption with retrospec- 
tive effect will not affect the interest of anybody adversely.
